which was, that it would be better to have her along with 
myſelf, than ſuffer her to ſtay where ſhe was, as there was 
great Danger of ſome other Indiaus coming that Ways 
which if they did, ſhe need expect no Mercy at their 
Hands ; for he, Captain pe had ordered his Indians 
to ſpare none but young Men and young Women. This 
Information quite revived me, and I was even glad of the

The Indians on ſeeing them ran behind Trees, and order- 
ed me to do the ſame between them: I complied, but was 
in hopes theſe Two would be followed out by ſome more 
of the Family, which might afford me an Opportunity of 
Eſcape ; but my Hopes were ſoon fruſtrated, for they 


having no Suſpicion of Danger, advanced careleſly on till 


the foremoſt came oppoſite to the Indian that ſtood neareſt 


to me, who immediately 2 out and ſeiz'd and pinion*d 
e ſcreamed in a moſt piteous 


Manner for Help, but alas ! there was none to be found: 
His Brother fled back to the Houſe with the utmoſt Pre- 


cipitation, whence not one would venture out. For my 
Part I was not in a Condition to afford the leaſt Relief, 
not being allowed to carry even a Stick about me. They 


then hurried us away towards my Houſe with the utmoſt ' 


Speed, fearing their new Captive might be releaſed by his

Teen 25 he now met with ; and not being « appriz- 
cd of the bad Conſequences that mi ht attend the leaſt 
EReſiſtance, diſcovered great uneaſineſs, and could not be 
prevailed upon to keep ſilent: Had — the Indians been 
acquainted 75 the Engliſb Tongue, I ſhould have thou ght 
it my Duty to admoniſh him to a Compliance with their 
capricious Humourggill Providence might favour us with 
an Opportunity of Eſcape : But as I could advance no- 
thing to mitigate his Gas but what might tend to betray 
my Intentions, and convince my Enemies that I was not 
ſo taken with my preſent way of Life, nor fo much at- 
tached to their Intereſt as they imagined, I was obliged 
to be entirely ſilent, and leave him to their Management. 

Though they ſpoke all their Secrets in their own Lan- 
guage, I could - plainly. perceive Reſentment kindle in 
their very Looks, which made me 3 and tremble 
for his Fate: Bnt why do | ſay his, ſeeing my Life was 
as much at the Diſpoſal of theſe e To [retches as 
his, and I had no Reaſon to expect but that when they 


began, we-ſhould equally fall a Sacrifice to their cruel 


Reſentment : All theAdvantages I had to boaſt of ſuperior 
to him were, that I had been longer in their Service, and 
had the Policy to counterfeit a chearful Behaviour, whilſt 
he continued obſtinate to the laſt Degree ; but whether 
they. would condeſcend to take theſe Things into Con- 
ſideration, I was at a Loſs to determine.

Being ſo intent upon my own Press wen ir may 
eaſily be imagined I could not be very attentive to the 
Fate of my unhappy Companion: I ſaw him however 
ſeized by the Indian who was with 7 45 Jacob, whoſe 
Name was Jim, who with remorſeleſs Cruelty gave him 
a Blow with the Back of his Tomahawk which f ſtunn'd 
him; but before he fell, another was repeated in the 
fame Manner, which brought him to the Ground, where 
he lay ſome Minutes motionleſs: The inhuman Wrerch 
ſtood over him, in order to diſcover if any Signs of Life 
remain d, and upon finding him ſtir, and put up his Hand 
to his Face to wi ipe off the Blood which quite blinded 


him, took up the i fame Tomahawk that had brought him 
thus near his End, and with one fatal Blow ſunk it in his 


Skull. This tragical Scene renewed their Sport, they af- 
remained 


fecting to imitate his expiring Agonies : There 


nothing now to compleat their inhuman” Barbarity but to 


ſcalp him which was done almoſt in an Inſtant. It is im- 
poſlible to deſcribe my Horror on ſeeing this: Death at- 


| tended with its moſt "rightful Terrors ſtared me in the 


Face, and I even wiſhed I had been ſo happy as to have 


been firſt out of Pain, and not lived to fee What 1 un- 


doubtedly thought next Moment yy be my own = 
cruel Monſters all over beſmared with lis Blood advanced 
towards me, and told me with an Air of Infult, nothing 
but my good Behaviour for the future, ſhould ſave me 

from the Tame Treatment; and fo untied my Hands, 
which were ſo benum' d that T hardly ever cxpetted to be 


| able to uſe them. 


We now advanced again coins my Houſe, and ina 
little Time came within Sight of it! But alas © with What 


Regret did I es my Gueſts to my Poor 5 - 
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She, poor Thing, upon ſeeing them, had like to have 
fallen a Fits. 5 5 her > the Conſolation I was 
able, tho? Horror and Deſpair, was viſible in my very 
ooks : I told her, Cries and Tears would now avail 
nothing, and ſhe could not better recommend herſelf 
to our Maſter's Favour, than by being chearful, and rea- 


dy to obey, Whilſt I was thus employed the Indians 


were buſied in ranſacking the Houſe from Top to Bot- 


tom, of every Thing they thought worth taking, and 


after they had made up a Sack of Meal for me, and a 
Bundle of Clothes for my Wife to carry, commanded us 
to depart. Here our Grief was again renewed on leaving 
our Houſe, Stock, Grain, and in ſhort our All, behind us, 


.withour being able to depute any one to take Care of them 
in our Abſence, or the moſt diſtant Proſpect of ever re- 


turning to them. Theſe Reflections however juſt, availed 


us Nothing, for before we left Sight of the Houſe, the 


Captain ordered Jim, to return and ſet Fire to it, which 
he did ſo effectually, that in a few Minutes the whole was 
in a Blaze. As complaining of this Hardſhip to our cruel 
Perſecutors would have no more effect than ſpeaking to 
the Wind, we addreſſed ourſelves to the ALmicaTy for 


his Protection, with a becoming Reſignation to whatever 


might be our Fate ; when we ſet off from my Houſe, it 


was about 3 O Clock in the Afternoon, we directed our 


Courſe right back in the Woods about Half a Mile, they 


bid us put down our Luggage, and the Captain ordered 
Jim and me to go and hunt Horſes to carry my Wife 


and the Luggage, which we accordingly did, but not 
getting any, we went to the aforeſaid Hichs's, and in go- 
ing down the Lane towards the Houſe Jim took hold 
of me by the Shoulder, and in approaching the Houſe al- 
ways kept me between him and it, thinking they would 


not ſhoot at me, and if they did, I ſhould ſcrene him

Houſe, and ordered me to gather up all things that were 
of Uſe.to the Owners and put them therein, and at the 
| fame Time bid me ſet Fire to the Barn, in which was a 
large Quantity of Grain, and likewiſe to ſeveral Barracks 


of Grain and Fodder, that ſtood: by it, which I ſeem*d 


| heartily to comply with; but purpoſely avoided firing 
the Barn and Grain by employing myſelf in gathering up 
the firſt mentioned, and burning them. When all Things 
| were thrown in the Fire that was near the Houſe, we went 
to make up our Bundles in order to make off, but Jim 
by looking about him. diſcovered that the Barn, &c. were 

not fired according to his Orders; he aſk'd me what 
was the Reaſon I had not done it ? excus'd myſelf by 
& telling bim I was fully employ'd in burning the other 
Wb hings : he then haſtily ran took à Brand of Fire, 


and quickly ſet them all in Flames. We then made the 
beſt of our Way with the Plunder to the Place where we 


had left Capt. Jacob and my Wife, found their Bundles, 
but they . while I was conjecturing the Reaſon, Im 


ve a Whiſtle, and the Capt. anfwer'd (who had mov'd 

imſelf to ſome Diſtance, for Security, leſt I ſhould by 
ſome Means or. other kill Iim, and bring the white People 
upon him.)
